the back of Mr. FairfieM's head. 
Articles of furniture had been over- 
turned and the room was in a state 
of disorder. 
Alarmed By Noises. 


Alarmed by noises coming "from 


Mr Fairfield's room during the 
night and early morning, the land- 
lady. Miss Helen Backlund. called 
the police. Plamclothesman Eugene 
Masters and Leon Toule answered 
the call. 
The officers found that Mr. Fair- 


field was dead when they entered 
the toom. His body was in a sitting 
posture next to the wash basin in 
one corner of the room. There was 
a broken bottle near the bodr. A 
gallon can. which contained alco- 
hol, according to the deputy county 
attorney, was on the window sill 
above the body. 
The pillows and sheets on the bed 


were bloodstained. Other bed-clpth,- 
ing had fallen" to"tfie floor. One 
chair was overturned. The back 
had been broken off another chair.

Milliken. the noted physicist, as 
saying that more has been accom- 
plished in the realm of physics in 
the last fifteen years than has been 
revealed in the previous 300 years.

Power regulation In Nebraska, he

to invade the hospital for a renewed 
assault. 


Assistant State's Attorney Harry 


S. Ditchburne said he believed there 
was no doubt the assault was made 
by members of the gang of 
Jack 


(Three-Fingered) White, accused of 
slaying Policeman Edward Pflaume 
and wounding McBride in a subur- 
ban tavern five years ago. 
White 


was once freed on a murder charge 
growing out of Pflaume's death, 
but the case was recently re-in- 
stated, in line with the present cam- 
paign against crime in Chicago. 


Jamie to Head Probe. 


Although ^members of the gang 


who fired at McBride from an au- 
tomobile which had been 
drawn 


alongside the streetcar made their 
escape quickly, the police felt cer- 
tain of getting information 
that 


would lead to their arrest. In their 
hunt they arrested William Jack- 
son, a roadhouse owner, and James 
<Fur) Sammons 
for questioning. 


Sammons is one of the men listed 
by the Chicago crime commission 
as a "public enemy." He was ar- 
rested shortly after he was released 
on a vagrancy charge. 


Meanwhile the drive against crime 


and racketeering received another 
leader. Alexander G. Jamie, 
chief 


special agent in charge of prohibi- 
tion enforcement here, was named 
by the Association of Commerce as 
director of investigation in the as- 
ociation's effort to prevent crime.

(lf>— Calvin Coolidge said last night 
in the course of a fifteen-minute ra- 
dio address that the policy of Presi- 
dent Hoover had done much to al- 
leviate the situation 
arising from 


business conditions. 


Mr. Coolidge spoke 
under 
the 


auspices of the republican state 
committee in behalf of the re-elec- 
tion of Gov. Frank G. Allen, repub- 
lican, and for the election to the 
senate of his 
friend 
and 
former 


campaign manager, William M. But- 
ler. 


On business conditions, Mr. Cool- 


idge said: 


"We have had a world-wide reces- 


sion in trade. It has been due to a 
combination of causes which no one 
yet comprehends. There has been a 
chronic revolution in China, eco- 
nomic chaos in Russia and grave 
disturbances in India, so that one- 
half the population of the globe has 
oeen turned into a financial liabil- 
ity. 


Secondary Reaction. 


"South American states have been 


in revolt. These had their influence. 
But probably we are going through 
that secondary reaction which has 
usually followed, the first revival 
after great wars. 


"No government worthy of confi- 


dance' undertakes to guarantee pros- 
perity. It can, however, through wise 
measures promoting security and 
peace, accompanied by reasonable 
taxation, greatly encourage all kinds 
of business. Such .a policy will make 
business better'when times are good 
and prevent it from ^being worse 
when times are bad. 
"If there was any action that 


could have been taken by the gov- 
ernment of -the United States which 
would have prevented the trouble 
that has arisen all over the world, 
no one yet has convincingly stated 
it. Says Everything Possible Done. 


"Of course during a political cam- 


paign many claims are made, but I 
do not know of anything which the 
federal or state governments have 
failed to do which either would have 
prevented the depression or now 
would cause a healthy revival of 
business. 
"A general marshalling of all the 


public and private resources of the 
country, in order to furnish em- 
ployment for wage earners and a 
markst for materials can be prop- 
erly encouraged and supervised by 
officers of the state and national 
governments. 
"This policy was adopted nearly a 


year ago by President Hoover, was 
followed by Governor Allen, and has 
done much to alleviate our situation 
and is still in healthy progress."

Park 'Itoads Done 


Work Suspended for Winter Says 


Balr Except for Completing 


Wells in Eastern End. 


Gavcllng the roads and drives in 


Pioneers park has been completed, 
and work for the winter has been 
suspended. Commissioner Bair, head 
of the park department, said Thurs- 
day excent for completing the wells 
that are to provide a water supply 
for the eastern end of the 
park. 


This will probably be done Friday, 
with the arrival of fhe casinR. The 
wells are to be 12 inches in diame- 
ter, instead of 8 inches as original- 
ly planned. There will be four at- 
tached to a single pump. 


In addition to the driveway into 


the southern section and along the 
west boundary, gravel also has been 
spread on a new drive recently- 
completed. This is along the south 
side of Haines branch west of the 
bridge in the east edge of the tim- 
ber fringing the creek 
The drive 


is in the form of a loop that fol- 
lows the creek, the west curve skirt- 
ine Indian lake and the south side 
following the fence along the rail- 
road. Like the main drive this 
stretch also has been oiled. 


With the suspension of activity 


in Pioneers park, except for keep- 
ing the drives in condition, Mr. 
Bair has ordered that the 
lakes 


along Lake street east of Four- 
teenth, be drained and all rutibish 
cleaned out of the beds. This com- 
pleted they will be filled again, pre- 
paratory to freezing for 
skating 


with the coming of cold weather. 
There are to be three of these this 
winter. Heretofore there was but 
one.

preparatory to her flight to Amster- 
dam. The trip was uneventful and 
entirely 
satisfactory, 
her com- 


mander said. 


After the trial flight mechanics 


poured 25,000 gallons of fuel into 
her tanks. This is enough to keep 
her in the air at least eighteen 
hours. The ship normally consumes 
a thousand galtons of fuel 
and 


twenty-four of oil an hour.

Earnings of eastern carriers have 


not yet been compiled officially to 
parallel the representation made by 
the western executives, but unoffi- 
cially they are understood to present 
i better showing.

$1,250,000,000, are expected to show 
for 1930 a contraction of perhaps 30 
oer cent.

The beariing of earnings upon 


;onsolidation prospects is considered 
most immediate in all railroad 
cihcles, since the idea of throwing 
the 180-odd trunk lines of the coun- 
try into eighteen or twenty systems 
originated first in 1920, when it 
was anticipated that during a period 
of depressed earnings many weak 
lines would be unable to survive 
under 
rates adequate 
for 
the 


stronger carriers. 
The commission last year pre- 


sented a. national plan for the ac- 
complishment of the principal, and 
prior to that time r certain limited 
amount of amalgamation was per- 
mitted by independent action of 
carrier groups. 
However, during the last decade 


the rising earnings of carriers had 
lessened the problem of "weak" sys- 
tems, and until recently there were 
hardly any carriers of first class 
whose incomes were deemed serious- 
ly inadequate. 
Congress to Take Up Proposal. 
In all discussions of the subject, 


however, it is emphasized that re- 
;urn of a single year are entirely 
insufficient for formulating pro- 
posals of major ^ublic policy. The 
establishment of definite earnings 
trend is expected to take much 
longer. 


Notwithstanding this, with the 


prospect of increased wage expen- 
diture hanging over the situation, 
it is expected consolidation will get 
new treatment in congress and in 
banking quarters at an early date.

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WHY MISS YOCKEL 


CHANGED. 


There is sound logic back of the reasoning which 


led Miss Anna E. Yockel, a Nebraska democrat, to 
turn from Senator George W. Norris to the nominee 
of her own party, former Senator Gilbert M. Hitch- 
cock. Up until a few days ago she had intended to 
cast her ballot for Mr. Norris. She has come to the 
conclusion that a man who believes and votes as a 
democrat and yet affiliates with the majority repub- 
lican party cannot wage an effective fight for the 
things of real concern to the Middle West. 
' "Senator Norris," she writes, "acts like a democrat 
but loves the republicans better because there are 
more of them. Senator Norris is not only disrupting 
the republican party, but the democratic party as 
' well, and if this is to continue for a few years more, 
conditions in Nebraska shall be similar to those ex- 
isting in Wisconsin and Minnesota. Why must "Sen- 
ator Norris appeal to those outside his party to vote 
for him? Are we democrats going to continue to 
vote for republicans whose insurgency pleases us?" 


If the democrats, attracted to Norris by his speeches 


and votes when a campaign is not in progress, when 
he is ambushing his own party instead of openly 
proclaiming he is an independent, and running as 
an independent, or a democrat and running as a 
democrat, decide to give him their votes, what is it 
going to get them? Taking him at his own word, 
with all of his suspicions, all of his distrust, all of 
his fears, and all of his croaking, more than a quar- 
ter of a century of fighting on his part has failed 
to produce a single result. The enemy is more pow- 
erful, more greedy, more arrogant, more contemptu- 
ous than ever before. By his own confession they 
rammed through the most-vicious tariff law ever put 
on the statute!. They closed their eyes to every 
solemn promise which they made to the farmer of 
the Corn Belt. Senator Norris' fight, then, was a 
losing fight; just as it has been a losing fight-for 
more than twenty-five years. In spite of the fact 
he has been there on guard for us, they have gone 
serenely ahead, gouging the Middle West; slapping 
us with an unjust tariff; making' us the goat of 
unfair railroad rates; bleeding us white of the wealth, 
wrung from the soil by hard toil. 


* * • 


That is the futility of George Norris' fight. In all 


the years he has been in Washington he has been 
a lone voice, crying out against a party whose favors 
he has enjoyed whenever he came up for re-election, 
but whose leaders and policies he has assailed in the 
off-season. 


This enthralling struggle which has been going on 


in America demands more than guerilla warfare. It 
can't be won by sitting in the bush, shooting at the 
enemy with a rifle. It can only be successful when 
it is challenged openly and honorably by one who 
feels so deeply upon the fundamental principles of 
the two parties that he is willing to sacrifice the ad- 
vantages of an affiliation with the major party to 
remain true to his own convictions. 


There is more back of Senator Norris' candidacy 


today than the personal phases of it. In a democracy 
experience has demonstrated the two-party system 
is the only efficient, effective means of settling issues 
and policies. Senator Norris is destroying not only 
the republican party but the democratic party as 
well, just as Miss Yockel says he is. In the end he 
would leave the democratic party as impotent, as 
pitifully weak, as incapable of action, or constructive 
service, as it is in Wisconsin or Minnesota. 


We do not care to substitute the European bloc 


system for the two-party system which now exists in 
America, We do not care to invite the confusion, 
and chaos of European politics in blind devotion to 
a man who h?s only scorn and contempt for that 
which has served the United States so well. To do 
so would be to destroy the only agency which we 
have to express our political views in this country. 
Much ns we mar rail against parties, and much as 
we may heap adulation upon the independent, -when 
the time comes that the latter is given free rein. 
he will destroy the cractical machinery which is the 
foundation of democratic government and substitute 
for It the vagaries and whims of groups, cliques and 
blocs. Under it there could be r.o stability or 
permanence. 


In his youth Gilbert M. K!tchcoci could have very 


easily remained a republican to reap the benefits of 
{-.'filiation witli the major party. But because he 
could not agree with the policies of the republican 
party, he Jtft it and became a democrat. For years 
he has supported that party loyally and faithfully. 
In -view of his ability, his attitude upon public Issues. 
and his lone devotion to democracy Senator Hitch- 
rook deserves the support of every Nebraska democrat. 


before the people as a candidate to succeed himself 
on the bench, with the backing of the Chicago crime 
commission, he is refused an endorsement by the 
bar on the ground that ho lacks "judicial tempera- 
ment." 
i Of course, the legal profession in Chicago docs 
not wish to uphold or protect criminals in their 
nefarious work. While some of its members doubtless 
have connections with gangsters, the great majority 
may be presumed to favor law and order. Their with- 
holding support from Judge Lyle cannot be attributed 
'to sympathy with the elements which prey upon law- 
abiding citizens. 
. 


Their attitude as a body is apparently due to the 


ingrained and exaggerated respect which most lawyers 
entertain for the principle that an accused man must 
be regarded as innocent until proven guilty. They 
can see a menace to the rights of citizens in the 
course taken by a judge who claps gangsters into 
jail before they can summon their professional bonds- 
men or get their attorneys to start habeas corpus 
proceedings immediately after being arrested. 


What they fail to take into account is that the 


crime situation as it exists today endangers the whole 
structure of modern society, and that judicial and 
law enforcement instrumentalities cannot cope with 
it by kid glove methods. Professional felons must be 
made to feel the weight of the law's hand in order 
to break up their operations and make life and prop- 
erty safe." To do this, the courts must adopt firm 
and positive methods instead of being over-polite to 
recognize malefactors. 


A jurist like Judge Lyle who shows a disposition to 


give the public a square 'deal in its conflict with 
crime ought to have the support of every person and 
organization that wants to see American government 
fulfill its obligation of 'protecting citizens in their 
enjoyment of life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 


LONG DISTANCE DOLLARS. 


It is possible to make a dollar go a long way, if one 


spends that dollar at the right time and in the right 
way. In letting contracts for bridge and road work, up 
to the very limit, at this particular time, the state 
department of public works is doing both of these 
things, this being especially true as to the large bridges 
to be constructed during the coming year. 


The letting of these contracts now will keep many 


steel workers busy during many weeks of the winter, 
who might not otherwise be employed during that pe- 
riod, but who might have plenty to do next summer 
after the beginning of the regular seasonal construc- 
tion. These employes of the steel firms, having money 
to spend, will assist in furnishing employment for 
workers in many other lines, so the dollars made avail- 
able by the placing of these Nebraska contracts will 
be of some help in all parts of the country. 


The same thing applies to employes in cement fac- 


tories. As soon as contracts are let which involve the 
use of great quantities of this commodity the mills 
will go to work creating a sufficient supply to fill the 
orders and the men who are thus kept at work will 
spend their dollars for food, clothing and other neces- 
sities and luxuries coming from all parts of the land. 
And thus will Nebraska be again contributing its share 
toward the rehabilitation of the entire country. 


Of course these things that Nebraskans will buy with 


the dollars thus supplied must be transported to and 
across the state, thus furnishing employment to train- 
men, shopmen and other railway employes, as well as 
to truckers and others. 


The time to spend money is right now. It will go 


further and do more good than at any time. The peo- 
ple of the United States can buy prosperity now, if 
they will only have confidence and let go of the money. 
Those in Fremont have the right idea, a news story 
from that city Thursday telling of plans being adopted 
which will provide that all construction, repair or 
other work contemplated shall be done at once. Fre- 
monters propose to do their full share toward reliev- 
ing the situation, not only at home, but throughout 
the nation. 


If every other community would follow their example 


there would be no such thing as an unemployment 
problem. 


CONTEMPORARY IMMORTALS. 


Ten persons, eight men and two women are named 


in a recent book as contemporary immortals. The 
author himself admits that as a prophecy, such a 
selection is the vainest and most fruitless of all hu- 
man activities. Nevertheless, it holds a unique appeal 
to man's/interest. 


The desire for wealth, power, beauty, character and 


the myriad other types of expression in which man 
seeks superiority is perhaps nowhere more manifest 
than in his desire to live for the ages—a desire which 
few would admit, but which has time and again 
changed the course of world history. 


The list itself is interesting. It names Albert Ein- 


stein, genius of physical science; Mahatma Gandhi, 
mystic man. of India; Benito Mussolini, inspiring 
molder of Italian nationalism: George Bernard Shaw, 
England's most discussed playwright; Guglielmo Mar- 
coni, initiator of wireless development; Jane Addams, 
humanitarian and philanthropist: Orville Wright, 
conqueror of the air;' Ignace Jan Paderewski, musical 
genius; Marie Sklodowska Curie, scientific woman 
genius, and Rudyard Kipling, English novelist, poet, 
and story teller. 


More interesting than the list, however, is the ex- 


planation of the author. Dr. Richard Henderson as 
to the reasons underlying his selections. Neither 
eminence nor fame means greatness to him. His list 
has no great athletes, no movie stars, no palavering 
politicians, not even a great business man. The great 
man writes Dr. Henderson, "is one who lives "for 
aims other than personal and local ones; who gives 
himself for posterity; who senses the future and 
strives for the race's betterment." 


Those capable of striving for more than local and 


personal ends are so few and yet so glorious. Those 
who sense the future are even rarer and but few 
among them consciously strive for true progress. It 
is in the line of Dr. Henderson's thought that man 
must increasingly turn his efforts if his potentiali- 
ties as man and as spirit, are to be revealed in their 
full light, rather than being submerged by the petty 
irrelcvancies of day-by-day life.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31—(INS)— 
The unusual strides which have 
been made in perfecting motion 
picture equipment and the progress 
made in the development of new 
television devices will be discussed 
here for four days, when more than 
400 engineers of the motion pic- 
ture industry will gather here for 
a convention. 


Papers, covering the latest in 


talking picture equipment, color 
photography, recording and repro- 
ducing apparatus, and wide film 
will be read to the convention of 
experts in e\ery line of the indus- 
try. A demonstration of two-way 
television will also be given. The 
international situation in regard to 
sound pictures will be carefully 
summed up in three papers by Eu- 
ropean authorities no the motion 
picture.

Unless Grower Does, 
Says Radio Speaker. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 31—</?)—Econom- 


ic depression has demonstrated, Le- 
roy Melton, president of the Nation- 
al Farmers Equity union, said in an 
address prepared for radio delivery 
today, that one-third of the coun- 
try's population, engaged in the

Melton said that the farm pioblem,

with those which wheat, corn ana 
oats now command. The increase of 
farm tenantry has brought about a 
situation in which, he said in two 
agricultural states "more than halt 
the farmers are now landless.

WILBER, Neb, Oct. 31—Funeral 


services for Frank J. Dusil, who was 
accidentally killed when hit by a 
taxicab at Omaha October 10, were 
held October 13 at Wilber at the 
Shimerda chapel. The funeral ad- 
dress was delivered by F. J. Sakilek, 
and interment was in the Bohemian 
National cemetery. 
Mr Dusil was born in 1862 at 


Richmond. Mo., which was that time 
a confederate country and later a 
Jesse James countrv 


At the close of the Civil war his 


parents Mr. and Mrs. Frank Dusil, 
moved to Argo, Neb., that time a 
frontier town. Later on they settled 
with a Bohemian colony at Hum- 
boldt, that being the first Bohemian 
colony in the state. Later they 
moved to Nemaha county, and in 
1868 they filed on a homestead on 
Turkey creek in Saline county. They 
came in on a covered wagon in 
1869 to where their first house, a 
dugout,"was built gn the bank of 
Turkey creek and where Frank at- 
tended the first dugout school. 
When but 10 yeais old he lost his 


father by accident and so-started 
his career when very young, farm- 
ing with his mother and two older 
sisters on the homestead. He was a 
great lover of sports and was a 
crack shot and expert swimmer. He 
was also a good rider and as at 
that time large herds of cattle were 
moving through '"le country, he was 
many times hired to help to move 
the stock miles. 
When he became of age he bought 


a farm of his own in Thayer county, 
later selling it and buying one west 
of Wilber, which he farmed for five 
years. He then sold out and in 1895 
went to Oklahoma territory and 
started a business. After two years 
he moved to Indian territory, but in 
1899 came back to Nebraska and 
secured employment on a big ranch 
in Boone county where he worked 
for many years. Then for a change 
he .took emplyment on one of the 
largest farms in Iowa Later on he 
again took a job on a large ranch 
in North Dakota, but for the last 
few years was steadily employed on 
a large farm in Iowa through the 
summer and in Omaha during the 
winter. He often made visits to his 
brother on the old homestead. 
He was of a restless disposition 


and saw a lot of the world from 
Old Mexico to Canada. 
He was 


never married. He is survived by 
two sisters, Mrs. Rosie Prokop of 
Wilber and Mary Dusil on a farm, 
and one brother, Ed A. Dusil, pro- 
prietor of the old homestead farm. 
He was preceded in death by his 
parents, one sister, Mrs. Agnes Frits 
of Wilber, and one brother, Robert 
F. Dusil, former Wilber businessman.

Havana to Lose Municipal Identity 
Next February to Become Federal 
Center Like District of Columbia 


HAVANA, Oct. 31—W>—Havana 


jone of the oldest cities in the new 
| world, is to lose its municipal 
identity to become .. federal district 
much like the District ot Columbia. 
Already following closely the pat- 
tern of government in the United 
States, Cuba on February 24, 1931, 
will lend new emphasis to the 
parallel. 
Legislation for abolition of the 


municipality and the creation in its 
place of a federal or central district 
was adopted by the Cuban congress. 
May 20, 1928. at the same time that 
a number of other amendments to 
the constitution were enacted. 


Cuba, since the inauguration in 


1925 
of Machado administration, 


has been striving to bring Havana 
to gieater international prominence 
through creation here of a sort of 
new world Hague for the adjudica- 
tion of Pan-American affairs, and 
it was with this program in mind 
that congress favored 
legislation 


placing control of the city under 
federal authority. 


Working: on Code « ' Laws. 
The federal -district plan is much 


to the fore at this time as a re- 
sult of belief that congress will have 
insufficient time between now and 
February 24 to enact a code of de- 
tailed federal laws under which to 
govern the district.

TO SELL LAND FOR

Albers Announces I n c r e a s e In 


Number of Pieces in 1929 


Over 1928. 


Sale of lands for delinquent taxes 
fcr the year 1929 or before 
vill 
start on Monday, November 3. 
County Treasurer Albers announced 
Friday. There were few more lands 
advretised for sale this year than 
last, according to the county treas- 
urer. 


Included in the list are properties 
with unpaid city taxes as well its 
those deliquent in the county. Last 
year, Albers commented, there were 
400 pieces of real estate sold for 
taxes where the county assessment 
was paid but that of the ctiy was 
delinquent. Many people, 
Albers 
believes, are confused by the divi- 
sion of payment and often fail to 
realize that they have real estate 
takes to pay at the city treasurer's 
office. 


After a piece of property has been 


sold for taxes the county treasurer 
emphasized, the interest rate in- 
creases from 10 per cent to 12 per 
cent. Deed to the property does not 
pass until two years after the pay- 
ment is made and must be preceded 
by seiving notice upon the owner 
at least three months before 
the 
transfer is made. 
Last year there were 1.553 pieces 


of property sold at public auction 
for delinquent taxes. A considerable 
portion of these .were later re- 
deemed.

broken outright by the tremor to- 
day . The public squares presented 
a weird aspect, filled as,they were 
with bathing huts brought from 
nearby beaches 
by persons 
who 


wished to sleep in them.

to public gaze bedrooms and din- 
ing rooms just as they were left 
by the fleeing inhabitants.

Need Peace Education. 


Teaching the youth of America 
to'love their fellows, is educating a. 
world of peace, the most glorious 
of all occupations, Miss Seabury 
said. One cannot fill this role, by 
teaching patriotism 
that breeds 
hate, bitterness and strife, and a 
desire for war. Teaching a hate be- 
tween nations and a desire for war 
is not teaching patriotism. 
Real 


patriotism is friendship for 
the 
other fellow, and this is what must 
be taught if teachers are to measure 
up to their obligation^ to youth and 
to mankind to the fullest 
Miss Seabury also stressed that 


to be educated nowadays one must 
know 
people. To do this it is 


necessary to know the 
languages. 
She never realized this so much, 
she said, as when traveling in the 
countries 
of Europe and 
Asia. 
Through these travels, she declared, 
one of the great lessons she learned 
was that it takes all colors and all 
peoples to make perfect harmony 
and a civilized world. In teaching 
this the youth of the world must 
be taught to think for themselves, 
instead of accepting the prejudices 
and hatvsds of their elders. 
Mahatma Ghandi was pictured by 


Miss Seabury as the greatest leader 
of modern times. Through him 
she said she had come to- learn 
that the idea of "the much vaunted 
superiority of the white race is all 
wrong." Other racss no longer look 
upon us as such, she said. Instead 
they feel that any race that would 
tolerate such a war, as that from 
1914 to 1919, is not the kind of civ- 
ilization to follow. "Such a condi- 
tion as this is one of which the race 
cannot well be prcud." 


Bailey Advocates Fads. 
The one big question that is con- 
fronting- every teacher in the land, 
Mr. Bailey said, is"" are you going 
to grow finer and better on your 
worldly sphere, or are you going to 
grow worse all your days? The 
most important thing Is for teach- 
ers to be citizens of the spirit realm. 
The next is to teach in such a way 
that children will know how to use 
their leisure, for it is during their 
spare time that their characters are 
formed. Because this is true the 
child also should have immediate 
entrance to the spirit realm and the 
best way for them to have this is 
for each to have some fad " 
Mr. Bailey siad he believes in 
fads.

people, about 78 per cent of the 
price goes to the dairy and only 
about 22 per cent to the producer. 
In other cities mentioned, the aver- 
age amount taken by the dairy was 
only about 55 per cent 


Not All Milk Sold. 


Prof. P. A. Downs of the agricul- 


tural college explained to the meet- 
ing that the mere figures presented 
were not a fair basis for compari- 
son, because of the fact that the 
disposal of surplus milk, which is 
turned into butter and other prod- 
ucts was not taken into considera- 
tion. He said that neither he nor 
anyone else in the city has any right 
to compare Lincoln With other com- 
munities until ail of the facts are 
presented. 


He said that a personal investi- 
gation of the books of the four local 
dairies that sold 80 per cent of the 
city's milk disclosed that during the 
first nine months of 1930, only 36.3 
per cent of the milk purchased from 
farmers was marketed as fluid milk. 
It was pointed out by him and by 
several others present that the re- 
mainder of the milk is turned into 
products for which the revenue is 
only a small fraction of milk re- 
ceipts. 


Profits Decreased. 


Walter Kirkbride, manager of the 
Roberts dairy, and Robert Fergu- 
son of the Woodlawn dairy both 
explained that in the efforts of the 
larger dairies to protect producers 
they have been taking all of the 
milk offered, whether the dairy 
needed it or not. This,' they said, 
has resulted in large surpluses 
which has made it impossible to 
realize profits this year. They also 
pointed out that much of the milk 
is sold to grocery stores and restau- 
rants at from 7 to 9 cents per 
quart. 


Dr. W. H. Wilson? formerly con- 
nected with the state health office 
scored opponents of the proposed 
ordinace, declaring that the health 
of the people is paramount and that 
prices ought not even enter into 
the discussion. He cited epidemics 
in Hastings and Pairbury in recent 
years caused by contaminated milk 
and which caused numbars of fatali- 
ties. 


S. S. Reynolds said that he had 
no complaint to make against the 
ordinance, but that he thought that 
an army of inspectors would be 
needed to enforce it. 


One man in the audience declared 
that he thought that present milk 
tests are not reliable and said that 
The farmers will be very happy if 
a bonded tester is appointed."

Safety Demonstration by Fifth 


Qrade Pupils of Capitol School 


Conduct which should be fol- 


lowed when a fire truck passes the 
school yard was one of several situ- 
ations demonstrated by fifth grade 
pupils of the Capitol school in a 
half-hour "Safety Problems Visua- 
lized" program before a large num- 
ber of teachers attending the state 
teachers convention Thursday aft- 
ernoon. The program -nas given in 
the Capitol auditorium under the 
direction of Miss Clara M. Hohl, 
fifth grade teacher. 


Never Run After Truck. . 


'Though the desire to run after 


the truck may be an insistent one, 
the student who practices safety 
first never leaves the school ground 
to see a fire, members of the class 
demonstrated. 


Paper 
automobiles and 
street 
cars, together with scooters, roller 
skates and bicj'-les were brought 
upon the stage by the boys and 
girls during the program. In turn 
they showed the safest and best 
manner In which each of these 
vehicles should be ridden. "One 
should always stop, look both ways, 
and then cross the intersection 
cautiously," the little safety demon- 
strators told the visiting eachers. 
Scooters may best be picked up 
and carried across the street, one 
little girl showed. 


Maps were exhibited by the stu- 
dents showing the manner in which 
they had decided that their play- 
ground was a safe one on which 
to play. Other maps showed points 
of danger, such as alleys and inter- 
sections with obstructed view, which 
their sharp eyes had detected on 
the way to and from the school 
grounds One little student gave the 
teachers a brief explanation of 
what the city of Lincoln is doing 
in the way of safety for its pedes- 
trians. 


"We have been working upon this 


safety program m the class room 
for nearly a month now," Miss 
Hohl explained following the meet- 
ing. Safety consciousness is a hard 
thing to arouse, but the boys and 
girls are all taking much interest 
in these demonstrations. 


"They fashioned their traffic sig- 
nal devices, paper autos and street 
cars during handicraft hour. In 
English class we take up such 
works as 'pedestrian' which are in 
some way connected with safety 
and demonstrate just what we 
mean by the word. In that way it 
is never ^forgotten.' 


Use Positive Instruction. 


Miss Hohl stressed the positive 


manner in which all the work is 


conducted. "We do not show what 
happens if one fails to observe a 
signal light and is injured," she 
declared. "Instead we shew how 
one should wait and cross with the 
right signal." 


The class will continue work on 
this project and extend the scope 
to include safety work conducted 
by the state and nation, according; 
to the teacher. "It was remarkable 
how much information the children 
were able to contribute when we 
held our discussion on city safety 
regulations," she declared.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31—(AP)—A description of former 


Governor Alfred E. Smith throwing down a plate of soup and 
declaring himself "sick and tired of this boxing business," 
was in the record today in the trial of the $500,000 breach of 
contract suit against Gene Tunney, former heavyweight 
champion, brought by Tim Mara, fight promoter. 


Emory R. Buckner, counsel for Tunney, quoted Mara as 


saying he 'had asked Smith, who at that time was governor, 
to intercede to have the first Dempsey-Tunney match held 
in New York state.

"Governor Smith threw down his 


plate of soup and shouted: 
'I'm 


sick and tired of this 1 -:ing busi- 
ness and if the legislature would 
pass a law repealing the boxing bill, 
I would sign it,' " Mara was quoted 
as saying. 
Buckner told the jury that the 


purpose of engaging Mara was to 
urge the New York boxing commis- 
sion to change its attitude in refus- 
ing to issue a license to Jack Demp- 
sey to fight in this state until he 
fought Harry Wills. He held that 
Mara broke the agreement by fail- 
ing to get the boxing commission to 
permit the fight in New York. The 
fight was held later in Philadelphia.

to throw away his books, his type- 
writer, golf suit and dinner jacket 
and drive a truck.
